DKBATK  IN  HOUSE 
Hon.  K.  11.  Pooley,  In  resuming 
the  debate,  alluded  to  the  resolution 
to  which  not  much  objection  could 
be  taken  If  certain  doeumenta  were 
withheld  for  sufficient  reason.  He 
accordingly  moved  an  amendment 
to  add  "unless  deemed  dStrtmahtal 
to  the  public  interest." 

Hon  J  Hinchliffe.  speaking  to  the 
main  resolution,  proposed  to  ex- 
plain why  certain  reports  ^otild  not 
be  tabled.

WHAT  WAS  DISC  OVERED 

The  commissioner  started  work 
on  May  22,  1929,  and  made  an  In- 
terim report  on  June  22,  feeling  it 
necessary  to  act  at  once  because 
certain  work  had  been  done  on  pri- 
vate property  wliicli  had  been  paid 
for  by  the  Oovernment.  This  had 
been  done  by  the  head  gardener 
and  other  employes,  and  charged 
to  the  University  Sndowment 
Lands.  They  had  apparently 
worked  on  the  grounds  of  Major 
MacPherson,  who  was  in  charge.

There  was  nothing  in  the  report 
to  show  that  Major  MacPherson 
had  personally  appropriated  any  of 
the  money.  He  had  testified  that 
he  was  imder  the  Impression  that 
the  money  was  to  bf*  spent  on  the 
roiirse.  and  perhap.s  there  was  some 
exru.se  (or  the  position  taken.  The 
vouchers  sent  to  Victoria,  however, 
showed  work  done  on  unit  two! 
n  hile  In  other  vouchers  the  expend - 
lures  were  shown  to  be  on  unit 
thiM.

Mr  Harold  Baker, 
president  of  the  Amalgamated  Civil 
Servants,  and  Mr.  Fred  Knowles, 
seeretai7,  have  sent  the  foUowlng 
letter  to  Mr.  O.  B.  Pluaketl  at 
Ottawa: 

'Dear  Sir,— Durint  the  1939  ass- 

slon  of  the  House  of  Commons  a 
series  of  communications  was  Issued 
to  all  members  of  the  Federal  Par 
liament  by  this  organization,  deal 
ing  with  the  question  of  granting  to 
all  full-time  adult  male  employees  of 
the  Dominion  cMl  serrlee  a  mini- 
mum salary  of  $100  per  month. 

"As  a  result  of  this  campaign  in 
quest  of  this  objective,  some  very 
enlightening  fitati.sUrs  were  revealed, 
and  new.spaper  comment  from  one 
end  of  the  country  to  the  other  was 
In  nearly  every  Instaiwa  flMUraMe 
towards  our  plea. 

"You  ars  wril  awars  that  no  legis- 
lation granting  the  minimum  salary 
mentioned  has.  as  yet.  been  promul- 
gated, and  so  we  propose  to  rontlniie 
our  campaign  in  the  Interests  of 
those  civil  servants  who  are  trying 
to  exist  on  leas  than  $IJOO  per 
annum. 

"A  return  tabled  in  the  House  of 
Oottunons  on  April  34.  IBSa,  showed 
that  there  were  no  less  than  3.T79 
full-time  adult  male  civil  servanU 
receiving  salaries  kMTer  tbaa  lljiM 
per  annum. 

"According  to  two  ottwr  returns 
that  were  brought  to  Our  noMre  it 
was  stated  that  there  were  approxi- 
mately 40,000  oItU  servants  in  the 
employ  of  the  Dominion  Oovern- 
ment durlnR  1928.
